tions from all persons, likely to be affected thereby within 
a period of 50 days fro mthe date of publication of the 
said notice, 

And whereas the said notice was affixed on the notice 
Board of the Cantonment Board Office on the 5th October. 
1990. 

And whereas no ohjection/suggestions have been received 
from the public within the period of thirty days from the 
publication of the notice, 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 and in super- 
session of the notification number S.R.O. 313 dated the 
21st August, J954, the Cantonment Board, Shahjahanpur 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government im¬ 
pose a tax to be known as trade and profession tax on 
every person engaged in any trade, profession or calling 
within the limits of Shahjahanpur Cantonment falling under 
various groups or categories specified in the schedule an¬ 
nexed hereto at the rates indicated against each group or 
category subject to the following conditions, namely 

(1) The aggregate amount payable by a person in any 
one year shall not exceed Rs. 2,500.00. 

(2) The Executive Officer shall be the competent 
authority for the purposes of determining the 
amount of tax payable by the persons concerned 
and in case of any dispute, the decision of the 
Cantonment Board shall prevail, but subject to 


appeal under section 84 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924. 

(3) A person carrying on any trade, profession or cal¬ 
ling during the first or second half of the financial 
year shall be liable to pay half of the fixed rate 
in respect of each trade, profession or calling. 

(4) The amount of tax shall be payable in advance in 
lumpsum on annually, half yearly or monthly 

basis, as the case may be, 

15) The person concerned who are cariying on their 
professions, trades and callings within the limits 
of Shahjahanpur Cantonment shall have to submit 
their applications in advance to the Cantonment 
Executive Officer in writing declaring the nature 
of their profession, trade and callings on or be¬ 
fore the 30th Aprd every year and in case of new 
entrant to the trade, within 10 days from the 
date of commencement of thcii profession, tratio 
or calling for the purposes of determining the 
amount of tax payable by them and in the event 
of not doing so they shall be liable to pay the 
tax for (he whole year and the decision of the 
Cantonment Executive Officer shall be final. 

(6) In case of the same firm or person carrying on 
more than one profession, trade or calling, the tax 
shall be payable for each profession, trade or 
calling, separately : 

Provided, that no such firm or person shall be 
required to pay more than one aggregate maximum 
tax of two thousand five hundred rupees per 
annum. 

(7) The following classes of persons shall not be liable 
to pay the tax :— 

(a) Any person in Government Services, 

(b) An/ person subject to Army Act, 1950. 

(c) Any person carrying on profession, trade or 
calling for a day or two days dtiring religiou* 
festival days such as Nag Panchami, Raksha 
Bandhan, Durga Pooja, Diwali etc. whore 
Tebbazari is realised for those days.
